EDITOR, BROADCASTING: : 
"I am writing to you in reference to a subject which in rec-nt yoars has proved irksore, 
not caly to myself and thousands of listeners, but also undoubtedly to many station own- 
ers. This subject is the all-night broadcasting activiticss of certain stations. 
"Prior to the war, the FCC set aside one to twe weeks in cach month for the purpose cof 
monitoring many stations for frequency checks, 2nd on these particular mornings $i#shett? 
goeink ali svatiens on 4a11 frequencies were to remain silent, As the FCC has discentin- 
ued this practice, and amny new staticns ure teking toa the air, it is a mystery as to 
how tha monitoring source is «ble to give an accurate check due to the excessive inter- 
ference caused by the allQnignt misances. 
"As a typical oxample, during the hours of 1 te 6 AM EST any rorning tune the fcllowing 
frequencies: 566, 570, 580, 610, 640, 710, 770, 840, 970, 1130, 1230, 1280, 1330, 1340, 
1400, 1410, 1450, 1480, and 1490 Ke/s. Ary station slcca ae to check freauency on any of 
these mentioned rans into a barrage of interference caused solely by stations net knew- 
ing when it is time to close down. 
‘In my ppinion, and also the opinion of many others, this 24-hour broadcasting is tatul- 
ly umecessary, Many staticns are granted permits that cull for limited hours of op:r- 
ation, sunrise to sunset. If these stations are able te transrit on Limited time, why 
is it that others, even though they ure granted unlimited hours, are allowed to hog a 
' channel 24 heurs a day, 7 days a week, and 365 days a year, broadcasting the sure stuff 
night after night until one wonders if radio in the U.S. is really worth it. Ail you 
hear is recorded masic, somebody trying to crack a joke and net knowing how, and advsr- 
tising products that can be purchased in Radotown that nobody elsewhere givoa a hang 
about. 
vs a proposal I offer the following alternatives: (1) at least cne or two weeks every 
month all 24-hour stations on all freouencies remain silent frem 1 - 6 AM EST so new 
stations wre able to receive an accurate check with a monitcring source and (2) the dif- 
fisront monitering companies get together to estanlish repular checking periods for their 
clients go as to avoid interfercnce with the checking cf their individual stations, and 
djuring this period, all 24-heur stations be compelled tc remain silent, This could be 
worked out as outlined under (1), And (3) all gtations wishing to operate 24 heurs a 
day be assigned a speciai frequency in the standard tand especially for this purpose. 
In this manner they would all be grouped together and as their programs are purely local 
reception no difficulty would be met in tiehr interfering with one another. This would 
gliminate the interference caused by 24-hour stations on vertrin frequencies. 
"J have been listening to radic since 1963 and these same stations that ire now 24-hour 
broadcasters used to broadcast tist and spsicatal progrims and ask for reports frem dis- 
tant points, and, yes, oven went so far as to offer a prize for the most distant r-aport 
received. It seams that they have forgotten their early days when they first came on 
the air anxious tc see how far they were rewhing cut. If they received a letter from 
across the continent or from a foreign listener they were mighty proud. How quickly 
they have forgotten those gocd old days! By the same token, the hundreds of new sta- 
tions coming on the air today and tomerrow would also like a chance: te see how far thay 
are reaching out. 
"In closing may I say I will be pleased tc answer any and all comrents that anyone may 
have te offer on this subject.
